Tho New Jail. 

The county oourt will have no grounds 
now of excuse, for not making imuie«liate 
arrangements for tho erection of n suita- 
ble jail house and jailer's residence, in 
compliance with the rule of the circuit 
court, requiring that to be done. The 
legifllature^has clothed tho county court 
of Mason county, with lample power to 
dispose of the old premises, procure a new 
•tte, and to levy a safRcient tak to pay all 
necessary expenses. 

Mason county has a large population, is 
wealthy, and ought to have a first-class 
county prison^ biiilt in the most substan- 
tial manner, and commodious enough to 
answer all the public wants for fifty years 
to come. We hope the judge and justices 
of the county, will see the matter in this 
light, and build an edifice for prison pur- 
poses, with such modern improvements 
and conveniences, as experience has shown 
to be promotive of the health, comfort, 
safety and reformation of the inmates. 

The eminent prison architects and en- 
gineers of Louisville, Messrs. II. P. Mc- 
DonaM ik Co., have rooently desiu'ned und 
erected many jail building's in Kentucky, 
whi(*h are spoken of in the hi^diost 
terms by all who have seen them. They 
were eini)loyed to make tho plans and <le- 
s^igns of the penitentiary, which they exe- 
cuted in the very best style and to tbe 
satisfaction of all who have seen them. 
These experienced men mi;,;ht with ad- 
vantage be consulted about the plans of 
the new jail, and we hope the judge of the 
county court place himself in correspond- 
ence with them,aod. If to tbe interest of the 
county, procure their services in the prep- 
aration of this plans and estimates of the 
work. 

The old jail was built iu an emergency, 
at a time when the removal of the county 
seat was agitating the public mind. No 
architect was'*consulted, but the edifice 
was very hastily erected, and, of course, 
in a most imi>erfect maimer. We believe 
it was built by the city an<l tendered as 
the inducement for a reuioval of the coun- 
ty seat to Maysvdle. The new jail will be 
built under very ditrerent circmustances, 
and the public authorities shouM see that 
nothing is omitted to make it complete in 
all respects, and worthy of the ago in 
which we live. 



Thk vicinity of Petra, Bracken county 
is wild with excitement over an alleged 
attempt at rape.

than off-hand composition. Twilight and 
B mixture of twilignt and artificial illumi- 
nation fcihouhl bo avoided for aiiv kind of 
w*ork. The pale eubalt-blue tint is the 
beat that can oe employed when protec- 
tion for the eye Irom intense^ glare is 
sought, a8 in the case of traveling upon 
Hnow-ilelds in the briulit sunehine. The 
green glass that is so oTten adopted for this 
purpose is not by any means so worthy of 
ronfidenoo. Reading in railway travolinj; 
is objectionable in th(* highest degree for 
a very obvious reason. The oscillation of 
the carriage continually altera the distance 
of the j>a^o from the eye, and po calls for 
r4nc(*nsin^' strain in the effort to kcej* the 
organ in due accommodation for the evor- 
varying distance of the dancing image. 
The exact fitting of the framefork of spec- 
tncles to the face and eyes is of more 
importance than is generally conceived. 
If the centers of the lenses of the ipecta* 
cles do not exactlv coincide with the 
centers of the I)npii8 of tlio vyvf^, th(» con- 
sequence is that the ima^'es in tiie separate 
eyes are a little displaced from the positions 
which they ought to hold, and that a 
fiomewhat painful and injurious eflbrt has 
to be niado bv tho eve to bring lh<»sc 
images back into due correspondence f .)r 
accarate vision. An incipient squint is 
aptto be in this way produced. Mr. Ciw- 
ter recommends that peoj^le should lo{)k 
to the centering of their spectacles for 
themselves. Thw maybe easily <loneby 
standing before a looking-glass with the 
spectacles in their place. If the tit is a 
good one the center of the pupil siiould 
then appear in the center of the rim. 
Fully.formed spectacles are always to be 
preferred to folding frames, because they 
p(*rmit of more satisfactory adjustment in 
this particular, and because they are more 
easily kept in the right position with re- 
gard to the eyes. The only advantage 
which tho jiebblo enjoys over glass for 
the construction of spectacles is the 
immunity which it possesses against 
scratching and fracture on account of its 
greater hardness.— Edinburg Keview.

Finally they gathered tin 
bunches of leaves wiiich had formec 
their sole clotliing into a gT< :it heap, an(' 
solemnly set lire to it Tiiis leaf- wearing 
trib« had no knowledge of the metah 
till quite lately, whi n foreigners cum( 
among them, undno word existed in theii 
native languaf/i* for inn or any othej 
metal. But tht ir countrv abounds iu 
fUnt weapons, ao that the Juangs form s 
vemnant to our own day of the ston^ 
age. 

•* Their huts/' writes the ofl[ic<^r wlu 
knows them best, 'Sire among the small 
eat that human beings ever deliberately 
conatructed as dwellings. They measure 
ahont six feet by eight feet. The heac 
of the family and all the females huddh 
togeth^^r iu this one shell, not mu 1 
larger than a dog kennel/' The bov^ 
and the vduuk men of ihe village live lu 
one large building ai)art bv themselves 
and this custom ot having a com m or 
abode for the whole male youth ol tht 
biliil#t fa fotmd' among mwt aborigina' 
iribea indittaot parta ol lama.
